Virden, Ills., Oct. 13.—Quiet prevails 


in this little town after hours o£ tu- 
mult and bloodshed. 
Union 
miners 


and imported negroes met in deadly 
conflict, an event that has long been 
expected. 


Wednesday afternoon a Chicago and 


Alton special train bearing 200 negro 
miners from the south arrived at the 
stockade around 
the Chicago-Virden 


Coal company's mines, and immedi- 
ately terrific firing began. The list of 
casualties stands 10 dead and about 20 
wounded. 


It is said that six men were wounded 


inside the stockade, but this has not 
been verified and 
.those 
inside the 


stockade refuse to communicate with 
outsiders. 


For the past two weeks rumors have 


reached Virden daily that a train hav- 
ing negroes from Alabama would reach 
the city, and the Chicago and Alton 
depot has been surrounded day and 
night by vigilant miners determinedly 
awaiting their arrival. 


Furiously Waged the Battle. 


Wednesday the Chicago and Alton 


limited passed here an hour late, dis- 
playing flags on the rear indicating 
that a special was following. 
Imme- 


diately the word wag spread and a 
dense crowd of miners lined the sta- 
tion platform, while another crowd col- 
lected at the entrance of the stockade 
a half mile north of the station. 


Two hours later the special train 


passed the 
station and signal shots 


were fired from the south end of the 
train anouncing the special's arrival. 
Immediately shots were fired from the 
moving train and outside and tiie bat- 
tle was on. The train continued to the 
stockade, the miners firing into It all 
along the route and the negroes re- 
turning the fire. 


The moment the train reached the 


stockade the miners opened a desper- 
ate fire with fire arms of all descrip- 
tions. The negroes on the train ans- 
wered with a steady fire. The miners 
ami the train were enveloped in a cloud 
of smoke and the shooting sounded 
like a continuous volley. 


Engineer Btirt Tiger received a bul- 


let in the arm and dropped from his 
seat. His fireman seized the throttle, 
pulled it open, and 
with a jerk the 


train was under speed. 
Plow many 


negroes were wounded is ndt known. 
The train stopped at the stockade but 
two minutes. 
Its departure did not 


cause the firing to cease. The tower 
of the stockade was filled with sharp 
shooters.

Origin of the Troulile. 


Chicago, Oct. 13.—The difficulty at 


the Virden mines originated April l, 
1898, 
when the miners of the Four- 


teenth district of Illinois went out on 
ft strike instituted by the United Mine 
Workers. Trouble followed at once at 
Pana, but the Virden mines remained 
quiet through the summer. 
The strik- 


ers had asked for 40 cents per ton and 
were offered 28. Actual disturbances 
at Virden began Sept. -25, when the 
Chicago-Virden company, the principal 
mine owner at that point, imported 
100 negroes from 
Birmingham, Ala 


A stockade was built at the company's 
mines, and against the earnest protest 
of state officials the importation of ne- 
groes from the south was begun.
